every potential attack. 
'We are asking even our hum-

It is our duty to see that 
the burden is equitably distribut- 
ed, according to ability to pay so 
that a few do not gain from the 
sacrifices of the many. 
'I, therefore, recommend to the 


congress 
the 
enactment 
of 
a 


steeply 
graduated excess profits 


tax, to he applied to all individ- 
uals and all corporate organiza- 
tions without discrimination." 
Mr. Roosevelt did not estimate 


how much revenue an excess pro- 
fits levy might yield. House Ma- 
jority Leader Raybuvn, who at- 
tended the White House confer- 
ence which preceded the Issuance 
of the President's message, said, 
however, that the tax would be 
along the lines of one levied in 
World War days. 


The tax described would be both 
a revenue producer and a measure 
to hold down profits on war time 
business.

HITLER PAID VISIT 
TO MAGINOT LINE AS 
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United States Is Facing Two Dilemmas 
In European War Situation As Result 
Threatened Dire Shortage Foodstuffs

The United States shortly may 


have on Its hands two new dilem- 
mas growing out of the European 
war, and both involving indirect 
but nevertheless powerful aid to 
the Berlin-Home entente 
in Its 


conflict with Britain. 


They are the questions of (1) 
dealing with the faminine which 
already 
is 
threatening 
Europe, 


and (2) what we are to do if and 
when Herr Hitler has cracked 
the British blockade and demands 
American food and war supplies 
on the cash and carry basis. 
That tho old world Is heading 
straight 
into a 
terrible 
food 
shortage is the consensus of ob- 
servers on both sides of the At- 
lantic. Hunger already has ap- 
peared In numerous localities, in- 
cluding Belgium. 


Former President Hoover, speak- 
ing fro mtho backfround of his 
great 
experience 
in 
directing 
European relief in 
the 
World 
War, said the other 
day 
that 


Europe Is threatened 
with 
"the 
most disastrous famine in 
his- 
tory." 


"J jvas closely, MsociaUd with 


Mr. Hoover's 
relief headquarters 


in London in the last war,, and 
know something of his vast ex- 
perience in assaying 
situations 


such as are now being rapidly 
created. When he concurs with 
the view that Europe is approach- 
ing hunger, it is something to 
make us sit up and take notice. 


Mr. Hoover said he had com- 


municated with Germany, Great 
Britain and the "refugee govern- 
ment" of Belgium, seeking con- 
sent for some "third party inter- 
vention" to feed the starving. 


About tho last thing the aver- 


age person would Imagine, would 
be that such a humanitarian pro- 
posal might run counter to any- 
body's interests. Wholesale relief, 
however, undoubtedly would give 
Britain something to ponder—in 
fact already has been taken note 
of abroad. 


The point Is, of course, that 


England's greatest hope of de- 
feating Germany still lies in eco- 
nomic strangulation of the Reich 
by 
blockade. 
Hard as it may 


sound, a food shortage in Ger- 
many Is all to the good for Brit- 
ain, 
since it would tend to hasten 
th* eoilaos* of the enemy. 


But if Germany takes food from 


Invaded countries like Belgium or 
Holland, and that food is replaced 
by American relief, it actually Is 
a mighty boon to tha Nazis and 
helps them evade the blockade. 


The situation which this coun- 


try will have to meet if Germany 
should attempt to take advantage 
of the "cash and carry" privil- 
eges, is summed up in the follow- 
ing question which hag been laid 
before me in a letter: 


"With control of the 
French 


Atlantic ports, the axis powers 
will bo able to trade directly with 
the United States, as well as Latin 
America. They will certainly bo 
privileged to take advantage of 
the "cash and carry" provisions 
of the neutrality act just as well 
as have the allies. 


"While it undoubtedly is true 


that a vast preponderant senti- 
ment of tho peopie of the Uniteu 
States would bo averse to deal- 
ing with Germany and Italy in 
any way to help them in waging 
war, what would 
this 
nation 


want to do In tho matter of sell- 
Ing them raw materials, gas anu 
oil, 
and even war supplies they 


might want, If they should seek 
to run ih« British 
blockade?"

Floyd Arrowood was 
sent from tho San Antonio fire 
department. 
State highway patrolmen kept 


the highway open for those bring- 
ing aid to the stricken town. 


Many of those rescued by boats 


wero taken from tho upper story of 
their two-story homes. Witnesses 
said one two-story house was wash- 
ed away by the usually placid La- 
vaca river which had become ram- 
pant through a rainfall of 20 inches. 


The high point of tho flood came 
at 5 a. m., catching residents still 
asleep in many cases. Those who 
awoke In time ran screaming from 
their homes to warn others. 
The country between here and 


San Antonio was flooded most of 
the way and the highway was Im- 
passable just north of Halletts- 
ville. Hundreds of cars, many sight- 
seers, lined tho highway watching 
the flood and rescue work. 


Some quit thoir cars, and dressed 


in shorts and bathing suits waded 
about the Inundated town.

"But we do know that as 
a defeated country she will for a 
long period endure economic hard- 
ship and be unable to make her 
accustomed purchases in t h e 
American market. 


May Suffer Same Fnto 


"A similar fate may befall Eng- 


land, x x x Whether England fin- 
ally wins or loses, however, there 
is but little ground for hono t'i••«»•.

Turning to tho far east for fur- 
ther gloom, Murchison said that 
Japan definitely has "passed her 
zenith" as a purchaser of Ameri- 
can cotton.

JELLY MAKERS ARE 
TOLD HOW ELIMINATE 


THEIRJESSWORK 


COLLEGE STATION, July i. — 


(Spl.)—Jelly makers used to cross 
their fingers and hope for good 
luck this time of/ year, but mod- 
ern science has taken much of the 
;ucsswork out of Jelly-making. 


Grace I. Neely, specialist in food 


preservation of Iho A. and M. Col- 
ego extension service, has com- 
piled a list of rules for each stop 
n the jelly making process, 
f Ihese are 
conscientiously 


If one tablespoon of (trained 


lemon juice Is added to «ach cup 
of fruit juice. 
To know -when tha sirup forms 


jelly is important In cooking It 
the' right length of time. The jelly 
test must commonly used Is called 
"sheeting off." To make the test, 
dip a largo spoon Into the boiling 
sirup and lift the spoon so that 
the sirup runs off the side. Stop 
cooking when the sirup no longer 
runs off the spoon In a steady 
stream, but separates into two dis- 
tinct lines of drops which "sheet" 
togelher. If the jelly Is not cooked 
long enough, it will be soft and 
runny. And if It is cooked beyond 
the point of jolly formation, it will 
become a gummy mass.

Select good quality fruit that Is 


fresh and firm. A mixture of ripe 
and slightly underripe fruit is us- 
jally best since overripe fruits are 
ow In acid.

Time of boiling for the extraction 
should be from 15 to 20 minutes.
